This map is 480 feet long from oast 


to west and extends from north

south 240 feet. The map is the main 
feature of the large open air exbibit 
by the bureau of plant industry of the 
department of agriculture. 


The several acres were fenced off 


early In April and the entire tract 
was richly fertilized 
The ground was 


plowed and harrowed, the soil pulver- 
ized and the entire tract sowed 
to 


cow peas 
This crop not only enrich- 


es the soil, hut prevents the growth 
of weeds and will render the subse- 
quent plowing unnecessary. 
As the 


crops to be grown will be required to 
be planted at intervals up to a short 
time before the opening of the expo- 
sition further plowing 
would prove 


impracticable.
